plane through the air. 

I found myself extremely busy. On the average I calculated the 
drift and speed once every three or four minutes, and when I found 
any change in the dpj peule e corrections for the course on the 
sun compass and then checke@ Bennett on the new course. 


Bennett Steered Accurately. 

I wrote a note to Bennett asking him to do his utmost to keep 
on the course prescribed, for I knew that should the sun stay with us 
we could steer on almost an exact line to the Pole. Without the sun 
our course would be very doubtful, for when nearing the Pole from 
all but one direction the compass does not point north and no one 
knows exactly in what direction it does point. It is not so steady 
as it is in other parts of the world. 

I had on the plane a magnetic compass as large as that used 
by some big sea-going ships, and it was far more reliable than a 
smaller one would have been. If the weather were rough we would 
be able to steer with it, though not a perfectly straight course as can 
be done when the weather is calm. 

With the sun compass I could tell when Bennett was off his 
course. I was astonished at the accuracy of his steering. Luck was 
with us. There was not a bump in the air, no upward and downward 
currents that tilt the plane and throw the compass to spinning. 

- The sun was bright and we had a wonderful view of the formid- 
able ice pack. It was covered everywhere with snow and _ criss. 
crossed with pressure ridges like a crazy quilt. ‘The constant move- 
ment of the polar ice pack causes ridges and opens leads of water, 
frozen 
over with the fresh, snowless ice looking greenish against the white 
snow around them.

fle’ by which persons convicted of

cape punishment indefinitely. 

The “shuffle,”” made possible by 
the slow moving appeal system, 
Was exposed several years ago, bu’ 
still is used to some extent. Some 
of the cases in which Gentry wiil 
seek dismissals date back to 1913. 
He has no record of whit has be- 


come of the defendants since they 


took their appeals. 
Not all of these cases have re- 
sulted in the defendants escaping 
punishment. Investigation of pris- 
the correspondent 
in 19 of the appeal cases involving 
‘penitentiary sentences showed that 
six of the defendants had served 
their sentences and had been dis- 
charged, and seven now are in pris- 
on. However, in the other six, 
_there was no record that they ever 
had served their sentences. They 
apparently have escaped punish- 
ment through the “shuffle.” <A 
number of the appeal cases involve 
fines or jail sentences, and no rec- 
ord is available here as to whether 


the defendants settled the cases in 


the lower courts, after taking ap- 
peals, or have taken advantage of 
the “shuffle.” 

A defendant convicted in a crim- 
inal case has one year in which to 
perfect his appeal to the Supreme 
Court. Until the transcript of the 
trial in the lower court is sent to 
the Supreme Court, the Clerk of 
the Supreme Court has no record of 
the case. If the transcript is for- 
warded but the filing fee of $10 not 
paid, the case lies in the files of the 
court without being placed on the 
docket. The case cannot be heard 
by the higher court, under the ex- 
isting system, until the appeal* has 
been perfected, including filing of 
the necessary records and papers 
and payment of the filling fee. 

Another source of delay for con- 
victed persons is in failure of of- 
ficers of the lower court in some 
instances to forward the records in 
appeals to the Supreme Court. If 
the criminal is at liberty on appeal 
bond, he likely does not insist that 
the case be expedited. Forward- 
ing of such records sometimes is 
overlooked or forgotten in period- 
ical changes in the office of court 
clerks and prosecuting attorneys. 

Gentry has written to the Cir- 
cult Court clerks and Prosecuting 
Attorneys of each of the 114'‘coun- 
ties, asking them to look over thcir 
records and clear the dockets’ of 
cases where such delays have oc- 
curred. Where an appeal] is dis- 
missed it is the duty of the local 
officers to see that the sentence is 
carried out. 

Among the dismissal motions 
prepared thus far by Gentry, in- 
volving penitentiary sentences is 
the’ case of Dodd Walker of St. 
convicted on Oct. 29, 1918 
of felonious assault and sentenced 
to four years in prison. His ap- 
' peal was not perfected and prison 


records do not show that he ever 


served the sentence. 

Five other penitentiary sentence 
eases, in which thero is no record 
of the sentence being served, are 
from rural counties and = include 
three robbery convictions, one of 
automobile theft, and one liquor 
case,

fined $200 on May 19, 1919. for 
maintaining a house of ill fame:

Touch of Snow Blindness . 

I was sighting so constantly on the bright sunlit snow beneath 
snow 
blindness and I had to shift to my left eye, hoping that it too would 
not give out. After an hour I relieved Bennett again at the wheel, 
and when he returned from the cabin to the pilot’s seat I saw he was 
just finishing a sandwich. I had not thought of food before leaving, 
but I was not hungry. 

I found some sandwiches and two thermos bottles of hot tea. | 
hed taken these thermos bottles out before leaving to save weight, 
but the doctor, always solicitous of our physical well-being had 
eneaked them back into the plane, and I certainly was grateful to him 
at that moment. I took several drinks of the steaming tea forward 
to Bennett and I could see how very much he enjoyed it. 

Good old Floyd, he had flown 3000 miles with me in the Arctic 
last year and here he was again risking his life without turning a 
hair. Without him last year I doubt if I would have gotten much 
over 300 miles instead of 3000 and now again I know that if we 
succeeded it would be Bennett to whom the world should give most 
of the credit. . 

But this time he would have to share honors with Lieutenant 
Noville, who had been superhuman in the work of preparation. 


Into Unexplored Zone. 

After another hour of the greatest concentration I was capable 
in continuous checking of drift, speed and course, I took the 
wheel again. We were now looking into regions never before seen 
by man unless it was ill-fated Andree. I kept a sharp lookout for 
possible land, but there was nothing to disturb the monotonous con- 
tour of the horizon. 

Think of it. Traveling at the rate of a mile and a half a minute 
over unexplored regions. We would cover the unexplored area all the 
way to the pole. Then our line of flight would meet Admiral Peary’s 
line. 

Bennett had filled the gas tanks from the cans and taken his 
check on the gasoline. He handed me the gasoline report as he took 
the wheel. 

Plenty of Gasoline. 

Our gasoline consumption had gone down to about 30 gallons 
an hour and we had enough left to fly to King’s Bay by way of Cape 
Morris-Jessup. I was delighted beyond measure. 
get an even better gasoline consumption than I had calculated on for 
the engine revolutions we were making. We wanted to make good 
speed, for th quicker we could get through, the better our chance to 
have the sun all the wav on the return trip. 

We went on for another hour, flying at varying altitudes from 
2000 to 3000 feet when I suddenly saw what I thought was a bad 
oil leak in the right hand motor. I took the wheel and asked Ben- 
nett to give me his opinion of the seriousness of the leak. He jotted 
down that it was very bad and that he was afraid the motor would 
not last long. 

What sheuld we do? It was one of the big moments. We de- 
cided to keep on for the Pole and decide what to do after reaching it. 
We would fly with that motor as long as it would run. 

We were about an hour from the coveted goal and every min- 
ute of the time we were taking unexplored regions off the map. It 
was tough to have the motor trouble here, so near the Pole and so 
far from land, but we would go on, because 90 miles more would 
make no difference. 


Pole First, Then Worry. 

We then throttled the starboard motor and found that not only 
could we stay aloft but could make a little more than 60 miles an 
hour with the other two motors. Great! There would be no trouble 
about reaching the Pole now. Could we get all the way back on two 
motors? But the Pole first and the worry about the return, later. 

As I navigated I frequently cast glances on the oil running 
from the motor and lodging on one of the wires and tail surfaces. 
When would it stop? It fascinated me. One motor was still turn- 
ing on full revolutions and power, and we were making knots over

BYRD FLIES TO RELIEF 
OF ARCTIC TRAPPERS 


Drops Food for Men Who Had Been Marooned 
Last October—Returns to Kings Bay 
In Hour and a Half.

KINGS BAY, Spitzbergen, May | 
15.—Commander Byrd won all 
hearts at Spitzbergen today when 
he took the Josephine Ford on an 
errand of relief for two trappers 
who are long overdue here and for 
whom the gravest apprehensions 
has been entertained. 

His flight was postponed yester- 


day on account of windy weather, 
but today was fine and clear. 
Byrd, Bennett, Vanderveer, tiie 
camera man and. the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent, went up 
shortly after 4 o’clock. 


Commander Byrd also took along 


the ground with an increasingly lighter load as the gasoline was 
burned up. 
At the Pole, 9:04 A. M. 

At the end of the hour I took my calculations and found that we 

were at the Pole. We reached it at 9:04 a. m. Greenwich time, just 
about the hour we had hoped to get there. 
Bennett and I shook hands simply, and went back to-the cabin, 
stood at attention and saluted for Admiral Peary. The Navy had 
reached the pole again, the blessed old Navy. I did not drop an 
American flag. Peary had done that. e 

The ice and snow were similar to that which Peary had de- 
scribed, but the ice was not the same as in the polar sea. There it 
is in constant motion. It was slightly rougher here than it had been 
when I first described it, but criss-crossed in the same way. 

We fiew several miles further, circled and then took some still 
and motion pictures. As we flew there at the top of the world, 
circumnavigating it in a few minutes’ of flight, I regretted that we 
had not found land, and that our leaky oil tank would prevent our 
returning by way of Cape Morris-Jessup. 

One thought, however, more than compensated me for all we had 
gone through, for the aneer that was around us and that lay ahead, 
namely, that if we could fly to the top of the world, business need 
no longer hesitate to take up aviation with a bang. Maybe, then 
our effort would help the game. : 

This concludes the second installment of Commander Byrd's 
story received today, and it is hoped that a third instalment. telling 
of his return trip to King’s Bay, will be received in time for publica- 
tion in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. However, radio communication is 


uncertain, the story may not be available soon enough for the Sun- 
day paper.

Yesterday a light snow fell at 
Nome, but the weather bureau 


here reported weather conditions 
in Alaska more generally favorable 
to the expedition. 

Fog. common in the Arctic dur- 
ing the late spring and summer 
months, was regarded as a menace 
which could be overcome if the 
land wireless stations could reach 
the Norge with directional bear- 
ings. 

Long Wait for Messages. 
Radio operators here eagerly 
combed the air for signals from 
the Norge since Tuesday, but none 
were heard until late last night. 
Since early Thursday morning when 
she was heard to call several sta- 
tions but did not answer them 
when they replied, there had been 
no sound from her. Not since 
Tuesday night, when she reported 
passing over the North Pole, had 
any one established communten- 
tion with her. 

Powerful stations of the United 
States Navy and Army Signal Corps 
listened on a continuous watch for 
messages from the Norge, but the 
crackle and squeal of static was all 
that was heard until this morning. 
A report to the Federal Telegraph 


Co. at San Francisco that the 
Norge had arrived at Nome _re- 


ceived about 6 o’clock last night, 
later proved erroneous. The source 
of the message was not learned. 
Messages believed authentic were 
overheard by the naval radio sta- 
tions on St. Paul’s Island in Bering 
Sea and Hinchinbrook Island, near 
Cordova, Wednesday night and 
Thursday morning. These stations 
reported they heard the Norge try 
to establish communication with 
Nome and Fort Yukon. Nome, 
which is the destination of the 
dirigible, is 430 miles southwest of 
Point Barrow and should have been 
reached a few hours after the air- 
ship was sighted there. 


Norge Radio Set Has Power to 
Reach 2000 Miles. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 15.—The 
Amundsen-Ellsworth-Nobile  diri- 
gible, Norge, carries radio equip- 
ment capable of keeping in touch 
with*one point or the other from 
any position between Alaska and 
Spitzbergen if electrical conditions 
permit, in the opinion of radio en- 
gineers, It also carries a direction 
finder. 

The ship carries a sending and 
receiving set especially constructed 
for its transpolar flight by the 
Marconi company. It has a send- 
ing range of 1000 miles and un- 
der favorable conditions can ex- 
change messages with points up to 
2000 miles away. 

A high tension generator which 
produces 500 watts and 2500 volts 
at 2000 revolutions a minute fur- 
nishes the power. The transmis- 
sion set is a special Marconi direct 
coupled circuit with anode feed. 
The sending circuit has two trans- 
mitting tubes, which use 300 to 
400 watts with a direct coupled 
circuit to the aerial. Either con- 
tinuous waves or spark transmis- 
sion may be used. 

For receiving messages the set 
has a special tuner. with open and 
closed circuits, There are three 
sets of coils in a Single holder, es- 
pecially designed by Marconi en- 
gineers for the Norge’s equipment

I hate to leave you, but you 
do not know how I feel since my 
June Bug was taken from me. J 
no longer care to live. My heart 
is broken. I am sick and tired of 
this old world.” 

Told Son Not to Worry. 

When Sachs left the house his 
daughter, Helen, 20 years old, no- 
ticed him putting something in his 
pocket. Alarmed, the girl told her 
mother and Harry rushed out to 
stop Sachs. Harry caught up with 
his father at William place and 
Natural Bridge avenue, and asked: 

“Dad. have vou got your fr:2- 
volver with you?” 

“Why should I 
gun? it’s all right.” the father 
assured him, laughingiy, and the 
boy returned to the house. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Sachs and her 
daughter had found the note and 
appealed to the police. Miter Har- 
ry and George had searched ths 
neighborhood they remembered 
that Sachs often spoke of visiting 
Louis Junior’s grave in Calvary 
Cemetery.

PRINGE CHRISTIAN, 
RIGHEST MAN IN 
GERMANY, DIES 


He Was Head of Hohenlohe 
Family and During War 
Headed German Espio- 


nage Service. 


BERLIN, May 15. — Prince 
Christian Kraft Zu Hohenlohe- 
Oehringen, Duke of Ujest, head of 
the noted Hohenlohe family, died 
yesterday on his estate in Hun- 
gary, where he was spending his 
declining years. He was 79 years 
old and rated the wealthiest man 
in Germany. 

Prince Christian was an intimate 
friend of Bismarck and an influ- 


‘lential member of the old imperial 


court. His fortune was acquired 
in landed properties and industrial 
undertakings. 


Prince Christian had a noted ca- 
reer as financter, sportsman and 
clubman. He was a founder of 
the Automobile Club of Germany. 

During the world war he was 
head of the German espionage 
service for France, Portugal, Spitn 
and Italy. He had his headquar- 
ters in Switzerland. His name was 
prominently mentioned in ‘he “a- 
mous espionage case involving 
Bolo Pasha, Pierre Lenoir and 
Louis Malvy, which resulted in the 
execution of the two first named 
and the banishment of Malvy. 

A woman known as “Comtesse de 
Beauregard” was declared to have 
been intermediary between Prince 
Chirstian and Bolo Pasha and the 
others. The “Comtesse” admitted 
that for years she had teen a 
friend of Prince Christian, who 
visited her Paris home frequently 
and from whose purse she re- 
ceived largesse. No denial was 
made by her that after the outl- 
break of the war she kept in touch 
with the Prince in Switzerland. 

The “‘Comtesse” was the daugh- 
te: of a barber and her title was 
an assumed one. She was born 
Madeline Rous. Her home was 
Marseilles.
